MOSCOW (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Mikhail Gorbachev said 
Monday that parties other than 
the Communist Paify could even- 
tually be created in the Soviet 
Union, tiie official TASS news 
agency reported. 

Gorbachev told a key meeting 
of tiie Communist Party Central 
Committee that pofitical plural- 
ism was growing in the country. 

“This process can lead to the 
creation at some stage of par- 
ties,” TASS quoted him as 
saying. 

/IBs landmark speech came a 
day after perhaps the largest pro- 
test in Moscow once the Bobhe- 
vik Revolution. At least 200,000 
impassioned citizens paraded 
through the streets to the Krem- 
lin, demanding that the govern- 
ment embrace reform and end 
control erf tiie gover nm ent. 

The party “intends to straggle 
for the role of ruling party , but do 
it saktfyia the framework .of the 
democratic process, rejecting any 
kind of legal or pofitical advan- 
tage,” Gorbachev said. 

The party will “present its own 
programme, put it oat for discus- 

I sfom, cooperate wife other public- 
political fences,” the Soviet lead- 
er said. 

TASS, in tbe first official de- 
tails released of the meeting, re- 
ported that Gorbachev nrged tiie 
party to move up the next Com- 


munist Party congress, theoreti- 
cally the party’s highest-ranking 
body, to late June. 

"TASS gave no reason for Gor- 
bachev’s proposal, but presum- 
ably it would be to allow him to 
choose a new central commitee 
The 251-member Central Com- 
mittee, despite extensive changes 
made by Gorbachev in recent 
years, is stifi regarded by refor- 
mers as ? bastion of party con- 
servatives who worry that Gor- 
bachev’s reforms are leading the 
country to economic collapse 
Congresses normally are held 
every five years, and the' next 
would have been regularly sche- 
duled for spring of 1991. But 
Gorbachev last year moved up 
tiie date of tiie congress to the 
fall, and in his speech Monday 
called for it to be moved up again 
to deal wife crucial problems of 
the party’s future. 

He said Monday the Commun- 
ist Party was “ready to take 
account of these new dreumst- 
ances, to collaborate and conduct 
a dialogue wife all organisations 
that base themselves an tiie con- 
stitution of the USSR and die

Aoun mounts massive assault on Geagea 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Rebel 
General Michel Aoun's tank-led 
troops were reported Monday to 
have smashed into a Beirut stxon- 
ghold of the rival Lebanese 
Faroes militia, tightening the 
noose around warlord Samir 
Geagea’s seaside headquarters 
after a week of war.. 

Geagea has vowed that his 
nrifitia, wife 6,000 hardcore fight- 
ers and several thousand reser- 
vists, will “resist onto death — to 
end the dictator’s reign of t er r o r?’ 
in the predominantly Christian 
enclave north erf Beirut. 

Witnesses in the hflb above 
Brant’s mainly Christian eastern 
sector, reached by telephone 
from Cyprus, raid fighting was

fee Karantina quarter where 
Geagea has his command post. 

Aeon's paratroopers secured 
tiie key coastal town of Dbaye, 
eight kilometres north of Brant 
Monday, the day after they seized 
it fierce hand-to-hand combat 
Tbe Lebanese Fbrces conceded 
that its 80-man Dbaye garrison,' 
outgunned and outnumbered, 
had been overrun and made a 
“tactical retreat” 

PoBce said 59 soldiers and mili- 
tiamen were lolled, mdnding 
zone of Aoun’s officers, in 
Dbaye, with another 70 
wounded. 

- PoBce said at least 277 people 
have been killed and 1,037 
wounded since the fighting 
erupted Tuesday.

Aoun was now poised for what 
was widely sera as a final two- 
pronged assault on Karantina by 
his estimated 19,000 troops from 
the north and through ‘Am Rum- 
manefa. 

Police said Aoun has re- 
grouped his armour cm the north- 
ern and northeastern flanks of 
Beirut’s eastern sector for a 
make-or-break assault. 

The maverick general’s forces 
apparently broke through the 
muitia defences in ‘Am Rum- 
maneh after a two-day slugging 
match os fee fringes of the 
Lebanese Forces stronghold that 
lies along the green tine dividing 
the capital.

Despite reduced majority in vote on budget, 
government can continue to count on House support

AMMAN — The Lower House 
of Parliament's approval erf the 
1990 budget Saturday gave the 
government a majority of 52 
votes — enough to pass the 
draft budget tew but consider- 
■abhr fora than the 65 votes 
wbch the government received 
in the House’s vote of confi- 
dence oh new year’s day. 

* The reduced majority could 
be explained by shifting 
alliances and patterns of voting 
by tiie 80 deputies, but not by 
any so&d i ndications that fee 
government is losing its solid 
s u p port in the House, accord- 
ing to deputies and parti amen- 
fary observers. 


For one tiring, the Muslim 
Brotherhood deputies were 
given a free hand by their lead- 
ership to vote whichever way 
they wished on the budget, said 
tire official spokesman of the 
Brotherhood Bloc, Abdnl Latif 
ArabiyaL 

Although the 24-member 
Brotherhood Bloc had given tiie 
government unaniihons vote of 
confidence on Jan. 1, wife the 
sole exception of Sheikh Abdnl 
Mfoem Abo Zant (East Am- 
man), only 18 members of the 
bloc voted for the draft butted 
Saturday. Four Ikwan deputies 
opposed die budget and two 

“We had agreed to vote as a 
bloc in the vote of confidence hi 
January because our demands 


were met m a satisfactory man- 
ner,” said ArabiyaL “Tins time 
it was up to tiie individual 
members to vote whichever 
way they wanted. We consider 
that the vote on fee budget is 
not equivalent to tiie vote of 
confidence in the gove rnment. 
Rather it is a vote for a law, 
nothing more nothing tea.” 

The four Dcwan deputies who 
voted against were Sheikh Abu 
Zant, Huznam Saeed (West 
Amman), Mohammad Abo 
Fans (West Amman) and 
Ahmad Kiofahee (Iririd). Those, 
who abstained were Ali 
Amman) and 
Mohammad AI Haj (Zarka). 

“I have not asked any of our 
Woe members why they ab- 
stained or why they voted 


against the budget But whatev- 
er their reasons may be, they 
are not likely to dash with the 
broader Brotherhood plat- 
form,” Aiabiyat said. “As far 
ar Sheikh Abu Zant is con- 
cerned, he failed to vote wife 
the agreed stand dining the 
vote of confidence in January 
and since then he is his own 
spokesman. He is still a mem- 
ber of onr bloc, however,” he 
added. 

Ikwan deputies who opposed 
tiie budget said that fee draft 
law was traditional and did not 
snfficrentiy address the coun- 
try’s economic woes, including 
demands they themselves 
.made. Some of these demands

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Sudan allows relief 


plane to land in Juba 


NAIROBI (R) — The Sudanese government allowed a 
plane carrying relief food to land Monday In the 
besieged southern dty of Juba after twice turning it 
back to Nairobi last week. 


The Lntherean World Federa- 
tion (LWF) said its 0130 Her- 
cules carrying 15 tonnes of Italian 
maize finally landed Monday 
morning and retained to Nairobi 
to pick up a second load. 

“Everyone seemed very happy 
to see the plane a gain, ” said Bob 
Koepp, LWFs coordinator for 
relief operations in southern 
Sudan. 

Sudan’s military government 
suspended all relief flights to the 
south on Nov. 3 after air force 
‘ bombers began rai ding rebel-held 
towns in the region. It announced 
an easing of the ban on Jan. 24. 

The government specifically 
authorised LWF to resume flights 
to Juba from Nairobi. But when 
LWFs Hercules tried to enter 
Sudanese air space Thursday and 
Saturday it was turned back. 

Koepp said there seemed to 
have been an administrative mis- 
understanding because Sudanese 
air traffic controllers had not re- 
ceived the aircraft's registration 
numbers. 

Juba’s population has swelled 
to about 300,000 due to an influx 
of 200,000 refugees from the 
seven-year dvQ war in southern 
Sudan. 


The government-held town, 
besieged by the rebel Sodan Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Army (SPLA), 
relies on an ahtift for survival. No 
food aid has reached h overland 
since September 1988. 

LWF maintained an irregular 
supply of food to Juba during the 
ban by chartering a Sudan Air- 
ways Boeing 707 instead of using 
its own plane. Sudanese planes 
were exempt from the ban. 

Koepp said LWF, the only 
relief agency flying food into the 
besieged dty, hoped to continue 
chartering a Sudanese cargo jet to 
supplement the twice-daily flights 
by its Hercules. 

He said latest reports indicated 
that there were about 400 tonnes 
of food stocks in Juba, rather 
more than earlier thought. 

The Sudanese government has 
also promised to let the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red 
Crossr (ICRC) resume relief 
flights to both government and 
rebel-held areas in the souths. 


five civilians and seriously figured 
six others in a weekend bombing 
of a northern Uganda border 
town, the official radio reported 
Monday. 

Radio Uganda quoted the De- 
fence Ministry as saying an air- 
craft bombed Moyo, 480 
kilometres north of Kampala, 
early Saturday.

NAIROBI (R) — Rebels in 
northern Ethiopia have asked to 
meet aid agencies to discuss a 
stalled famine relief mission into 
their stronghold province of Tig- 
ray, where starvation threatens 
some 800,000 people. 


The Tigray People’s liberation 
Front (TPLF) said in a letter to 


the World Council of Churches it 
wanted to meet representatives of 
Ethiopia’s Joint Relief Part- 
nership (JRP), a consortium of 
church aid groups, in Khartoum 
Thursday to discuss the plan. 

“The proposed meeting will 
give an opport u nity for die dis- 
cussion of all means of e nabling 
aid to reach the drought and 
famine affected areas,” the Feb. 
2 letter said. 

“We are ready to meet, discuss 
and explore all ways and means 
wfaibc would ensure aid reaches 
the people in need,” the rebel 
group said. 

The Ethiopian government cm 
Jan. 18 said it had approved a 
plan for the relief agencies to 
truck food across military lines to 
three towns in northeastern 
Tigray. 

But the scheme, winch die gov- 
ernment has said could be ex- 
tended to other areas of the 


province, has been held up by the 
lack of an agreement between the 
aid groups and the rebels on how 
it wfll operate.

GCC, Japan discuss cooperation 


RIYADH (AP) — Officials from 
Japan and the Gulf Cooperation 
Council began meetings at GCC 
headquarters Monday to map fu- 
ture political and economic coop- 
eration. 

The meeting, led by Japan’s 
Deputy Foreign Munster Ifisashi 
Owada and toe GCC Secretary- 
General Abdullah Bishara, came 
as efforts are bring stepped up to 
bolster relations between toe 
Asian giant and its major ofl 
suppliers. 

The GCC delegation includes 
representatives of the six member 
states that make up the alliance 
— Saudi Arabia, toe United 
Arab Emirates, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Bahrain and Oman. 

Tbe GCC is an 8-year-old quest ' 
for a common market of toe Arab 
states of the Gulf, who sit on 
more than 40 per cent of the 
world’s proven ofl reserves. The 
other major ofl reserves are in the 
United States and toe Soviet 


Union. 

More Tokyo delegations have ' 
been showing up in the Middle 
East of late. Japan already im- 
ports more than two-thirds of its 
ofl from the Gulf, which also 
includes Iraq and Iran as well as 
the GCC countries. 

But various international ofl 
studies have been pointing to 
increasing consumption rates in 
Japan and elsewhere in toe indus- 
trialised world, and to increasing 
dependence on Gulf ofl as other 
sources taper off. 

A GCC spokesman said the 
meeting was to deal with “a 
number of political and economic 
topics that contribute to bolster- 
ing joint cooperation between toe 
two sides, led by trade, invest- 
ment and transfer of tech- 
nology." 

The same official alien said the 
meeting was part of a series toe 
GCC secretariat was conducting 
to foster cooperation with various 


international economic blocs 

The GCC countries seek to 
break away from being mere ex- 
porters of crude ofl into develop- 
ing sophisticated industrial bases 
with the help of the most adv- 
anced technology they can secure 
worldwide. 

They also are geared to de- 
veloping integrated ofl industries 
from ofl well to the retail end 
through joint ventures with the 
major consuming centres. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hfsham Nazer returned home 
this weekend from his first official 
visit to Japan in pursuit of that 
objective. 

Additionally, officials in toe 
GCC countries have been harp- 
ing on the theme that without 
becoming a strong economic bloc 
oo their own, they wifl not be 
able to stand in a world that will 
soon see other blocs solidified 
with the birth of a united Euro- 
pean market in 1992.

tire country’s debt situation, 
nor does it address tbe unem- 
ployment problem in a feasible 
manner.”

It 
was the first time since tbe bloc 
was formed last November that 
the majority voted “almost in 
unison.”

It just happened 
that all of us were not satisfied 
with tire budget,” said one of.

want to be identified. 

In rejecting the budget prop- 
osal, the bloc’s deputies dted 
inadequacies in the budget’s 
approach to revenues, tax ex- 
emptions, policies on foreign 


and local debts, unemploy- 
ment, deteriorating living stan- 
dards, and said the govern- 
ment’s subsidy policies were 
.more oriented towards the 
“will ofF’ instead of the 
“poor.” 

Although some members of 
toe bloc indicated last week 
that a split within the bloc was 
taking place among leftists and 
pan- Arabists, the united stand 
on die budget issue subdued 
such schism, at least feu tire 
moment. The bloc was divided 
during last December’s debate 
on tbe vote of confidence with 
some voting against the govern- 
ment while others abstained. 

Two members of the Demo- 
cratic Bloc, who are members 
of die Financial Co m m it tee, 
were criticised during the Low- 
er House sessions for not mak- 
ing any objections while re- 
viewing tire budget as members 
of the Financial C ommi ttee.

Ministry adopts 5-day week 
for special education schools 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Tbe Ministiy 
of Social Development has de- 
ckled to follow the example of the 

Ministry of Education and adopt 
five-day weeks for its special 
education schools with immediate 
effect. 

• A ministry statement carried 
by the Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, said foot all schools giving 
special education run by foe pri- 
vate or public sector will have 
Thursdays and Fridays as hoH- 
davs be ginnin g February 1990. 

The minis t r y surveyed parents 
of students about foe two-day 
weekend and studied the social 
and economic needs of students 
before adopting foe decision, 
according to tbe statement. 

The Ministry of Education in- 


itiated foe two-day weekend for 
its 3,600 schools since September 
and increased daily school hours 
by 45 minutes to make up for tbe 
loss of school hours on Thurs- 
days. 

In its statement Monday, tbe 
Ministry of Social Development 
said a wmihr plan was adopted 
for foe special education schools, 
which cater to slow learners and 
the handicapped. 

Under foe new system, Thurs- 
days will be dedicated for sports 
arid extra auricular activities, 
school trips, trainmg courses for 
parents of the handicapped, 
co u r ses for the illiterate adults 
and other useful activities, the 
statement said. 


At tbe same time, foe extra day 
off every week will allow qwi‘«i 
education teachers to work out 
plans and programmes for train- 
ing and improving their stan- 
dards, foe statement added. 

All special education schools in 
the Kingdom which used to have 
one day off a week will comply 
with foe new regulations except 
those that are stiD forced to do 
two-shift days for lack of suffi- 
cient school b uilding* 

According to tbe Ministry of 
Education, 150 of its two-shift 
schools stin hive one day off on 
Fridays, but this system will be 
abolished and all schools will 
have two days off once s ufficient 
buddings have been m »A* avail- 
able.

Amman gathering emphasises role of media in thwarting Israel’s ‘Jordan is Palestine’ scheme 


Round-table probes ways to counter Soviet influx

AMMAN — Soviet Jewish im- 
migration to Palestine has 
caused Israel to resurrect, 
promote and implement foe 
theory foal Jordan is Palestine, 
a threat that has become a' 
subject of serious dhonsrion in 
Jordan, where interested 
groups are trying to find means 
of countering the threat. 

In a meeting at foe Royal 
Cultural Centre (RCC) Sunday 
evening, journalists and intel- 
lectuals agreed foot one of tbe 
most important means to coun- 
ter foe Israeli theory tint “Jor- 
dan is foe solution” for Palesti- 
nians was through foe 

The open meeting discussed 
ways in which tbe media can 
tame foe issue mid promote 
the dangers of Soviet Jewish 
immigration to the occupied 
t erri tories. 

It was agreed by foe speak- 
ers nnd audience that the 
media should counter the 
InaeH theory in terms of con- 
centrating OU foe himwn right s 
violations such as expulsion of 
Palestinians from the occupied 
territories, and highligjitiDg foe 
righ t of the Palestinians- in the 
diaspora to return to Palestine 
as a human rights issue. 

“The role of foe meefia is sot 
just to criticise foe Soviet Un- 
ion for allowing Soviet Jews to 
emigrate to Israel and to de- 
mand that foe United States 
should absorb the two zmZfion 
Soviet Jews and to stop aid to 
Israel. Instead, the media 
should concentrate on educat- 
ing foe Arabs and the worid at 

large that Arab rights were 
violated and that it was Zion- 
ism that usurped foe Palesti- 


nian land,” said Randa Habib 
of Radio Monte Carlo and the 
French News Agency (AFP). 

Habib said that with 14,000 
new Soviet Jewish immigrants 
arriving in Israel last year and 
4,585 in December 1989 alone, 
die West considers foe Soviet 
move as part of the human 
rights and public freedoms 
riven to the Soviets with Mik- 
hail Gorbachev’s perestroika 
reform progra mm e. 

“But there is complete disre- 
gard. of the fact that there is a 
Palestinian population which 
tbe Zionists have evicted 
(tashreed) in the ugliest form 
of human rights violations of 
the centmy,” Habib told the 
audience. 

She added that although the 
Soviet government had warned 
Israel against settling Soviet 
Jewish immigrants in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, Israel responded by 
saying that foe immigrants 
could settle wherever they 
wish. 

Habib went on to say that it 
was expected that Israel would 
settie hundreds of thousands of 
Soviet Jews in the territories, 
occupied in 1967. “In fact, 11 
per cent of the new immigrants 
now reside in Arab Jerusalem 
and its suburbs,” she said. 

“This naturally means evict- 
ing tiie Arab population from 
■the West Bank ami the Gaza 
Strip and pushing them to the 
east of the Jordan River, im- 
plementing die Israeli theory 
that Jordan is Palestine,” 
Habib erplflined 

She a&ed that Israeli di- 
plomacy and media were frying 
to- implant the idea that inter- 
national opinion agrees with 
the idea of Jordan is Palestine.

“But die question is: Are the 
Arab moves of a level that can 
counter great danger that 
threatens our causes and peo- 
ple?

He added that in order to 
counter the Ioaefi threat there 
most be a strong unified Arab 
support of the Palestinian in-

“jingoism.” 

After foe speakers gave their 
views on the subject, the public 
participated in providing possi- 
ble solutions to the problem, 
which reflected views from the 
extreme left to tbe extreme 
right. 

A moderate view was 
espoused by Al Dustour chief 
editor Mahmoud Al Sharif, 
who said that the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee (ADC) can prom- 
ote the reality that Jordan is 
not Palestine. 

“With our support and fund- 
ing, tbe ADC, with its 250 
branches in the U.S., is cap- 
able of promoting and educat- 
ing tiie American public, espe- 
cially in higb-denszty cities, on 
Israel’s violations of Palesti- 
nian human rights and eviction 
of Palestinians from their 

homeland,” Sharif suggested. 

Another member from the 
audience said that it was “ridi- 
culous” that 200 million Arabs 
are fearing two million Soviet 
Jews, and said that “we must 
utilise die Arab population to 
confront the Israelis and their 
plans.” 

One suggested that fife mil- 
lion ArabHrirre their way back 
into Faletine, and that Palesti- 
nians in tbe diaspora, especial-

Another man called on the 
Jordanian government not to 
accept Palestinians from the 
occupied territories into Jor- 
dan, and went as far as saying 
that foe bridge dividing Jordan 
and Palestine be dosed off.

RCC Director lyad Qattan 
said that he was not convinced 
by any of tire solutions sug- 
gested by the different political 
trends presented at the meet- 
ing.

The outlook for Jordan’s economy

ECONOMICALLY things in 
Amman are still very much up in 
the air. This may be fund for 
economists and writers, but it 
isn’t making businessmen happy . 
Although a few sharpies can 
make kfltmgs in topsy-turvy eco- 
nomic situations, for the major- 
ity of businessmen as well as the 
economy as a whole, uncertainty 
hinders investment and growth. 

According to pundit Fahed 
Fanek in an article published last 
December “Jordan’s main eco- 
nomic indicators are currently 
registering positive results.’' 

The economy is closer to de- 
sired objectives, after a long 
period of going fast in tbe wrong 
direction. Things are still slow, 
al thoug h Fanek added that dur- 
ing 1989 “imports were reduced 


and exp o r ts increased; Central 
Bank reserves rose; the ex- 
change rate of the dinar im- 
proved; the budget deficit nar- 
rowed; and industry, agriculture 
and services axe... operating at a 
higher ratio of capacity utilisa- 
tion.” But the fundamentals of 
tbe economy could be better, 
ami still )aekmg is the recovery 
of investment. 

Investments are needed to 
mstain economic growth and 
create new jobs, and export ex- 
pansion also has limit* unless 
accompanied by contin ued in- 
vestment. But Jordan’s financial 
situation does not allow for any 
jump in public expenditure, and 
so we are left talking about 
private money. But investments 
by the private sector have yet to 
materialise; entrepreneurs have 
not so far advanced to take up 


foe opportuniti es opened up by 
the shut towards local produc- 
tion and by Jordan’s competi- 
tiveness in export markets. 

There are of course many factors 

contributing to tire negative 
mood of the private sector and 
its hesitation, out sentiment can 
shift as soon as -it becomes evi- 
dent that stability has arrived. 
Decisions to invest in Jordan in 
tig projects are still talma by the 

public sector or with strong pub- 
lic sector involvement. There are 
a few e x c e p tions, bat in general 
tig co mpa nies in Jordan are 
either pubKc sector-controlled or 
have a strong government repre- 
sentation on their boards. This 
means that decisions are some- 
times on a n ou-economic 

basis. Strategic factors play akey 
role in such a process. But these 
factors themselves are sobjeetto

Plenty of bullets but 

not enough food in Kajo Kaji

KAJO KAJI, Sudan — Gleaming 
bullets carpet the abandoned 
trenches of Kajo Kaji, but there 
is no food to spare for 20,000. 
refugees from southern Sudan’s 
civil war. 

The rebel Sudan People’s Li- 
beration Army seized Kajo Kaji, 
a small town set amid rolling 
plains of taO grass dotted with 
mango trees, on January 6 after a 
fierce battle. 

Since then the focus of fighting 
has moved 120 kOo roc tre s west to 
You where a mechanised division 
of the Sudanese army was holding 
out against an SPLA siege. 

Government-controlled news- 
papers in Khartoum said on Feb. 
l that the army had broken rebel 
sieges at Yei and at the southern 
regional capital Juba by driving 
foe SPLA from positions around 
foe towns. 

Martin Okezzuk, the SPLA’s 
civilian administrator in Kajo 
Kaji, says most of the 20,000 
displaced people in his district 
-have come from Yei, which was 
abandoned by its civilian popula- 
tion two weeks ago. 

“At first those who arrive are 
absorbed into the homes of their 
relatives who share with than die 
little they have,” Okezrnk told 
Reuters. 

During a brief visit, this corres- 
pondent did not see large num- 
bers of destitute people without 
shelter. But food is running out 
and Okemik said there was no 
provision to bouse those without 
relatives nearby. 

Ejtii Hagen, the director of the 
Norwegian People's Aid Prog- 
ramme in southern Sudan, flew in 
on Jan. 31 to assess -needs and 
make arrangements for a food 
convoy to reach foe town from 
Uganda.. 

Tbe Norwegians have been 


quietly trucking food and medi- 
care into rebel-held areas of 
southern Sudan from Kenya since 
1986. 

Tbe convoys bring 300 tonnes a 
week which is distributed by foe 
SPLA’s relief wing, foe Sudan 
Relief and Rehabilitation Asso- 
ciation. 

Hagen, a former major in the 
Norwegian army who has been 
running relief supplies into areas' 
of conflict for 10 years, is proud 
that his tracking operation kept 
going through last year’s rainy 
season, when the United Nations 
resorted to airlifts. 

“Each Hercules from Entebbe 
costs $20,000 and each of our 
trucks, winch carries the same 
amount of food, costs $2,000, one 
tenth of the cost,’* Hagen told 
Renters. 

His group kept delivering when 
most agencies were grounded by 
tire Sudanese g o v er nment. 

“No food apart from what we 
have delivered has gone into the 
SPLA-held areas since the begin- 
ning of November when the gov- 
ernment stopped flights,” Hagen 
said. 

Hagen himself ignored the 
Sight ban and continued to make 
clandestine trips to distribution 
centres. 

Until now the Norwegian 
trucks have crossed into Sudan 
from Kenya to supply towns east 
of tire Nile. Kajo Kaji is west of 
foe river and the SPLA has no 
ferries, so Hagen is planning a 
new truck route through Uganda. 

The SPLA has been fighting a 
bush war since 1983 to end what it 
sees as the domination of mainly 
Christian and animkr southern 
Sudan by the mostly Arab, Mus- 
lim north. 

It made steady advances on the 
west bank of the Nile in January. 
SPLA commanders predict an 
all-out attack on Juba before the 


April rains. 

Okemik said tire i mmediate 
relief needs were basic foodstuffs 
such as maize, beans, oil, salt and 
cooking atensils. 

Methanes and staff are also 
needed to reopen a bullet-scarred 
hospital dosed four years ago. 

The hospital has been stripped 
of all its furniture and a few 
displaced people have camped in 
its empty wards. A rusting X-ray 
table sits oatside in tbe shade of a 


mango tree. 

SPLA fighters wearing scraps 
of uniforms captured from tee 
Sudanese army wander round 
Kajo KajFs scattered buildings 
with AK-47 rifles slung casually 
across their shoulders.

Thousands of rounds of live' 
ammunition litter the trenches 
around the barracks, abandoned 
by the fleeing government troops. 
A heavy mortar remains stuck in 
its foxhole. 

The head of SPLA forces in 
Kajo Kaji, alternate commander 
Dan Manyok, diniw hi* shoul- 
ders and says: “Wchaven’t got a 
vehicle to move it yet.” 

Dau, who sports a fine pair of 
boots captnred from tbe 
Sudanese army, has to move 
around on foot like everyone else 
in Kajo Kaji. The nearest car is in 
Uganda more than 30 kilometres 
a way. 

SPLA officers said 76 govern- 
ment soldiers were killed in the 
battle on January 6 and the rest of 
the 370-man garrison fled to 
Juba. The rebels lost seven dead, 
they added.

One is 
rendered in bright fivdy colours 
while the other is of hazy bine. 
He even paints an image of the 
back of the canvas where the 
spirit world is concerned, a mat- 
ter of positive and negative. This 
same dnafity reappears in the 
auhjeet of a zed poppy , very much 
alive, oozing its way out of a 
broken jar; fife coming out of 
death. A m * n whose arms and 
legs ere bound in barbed wire 
appears in the next painting with 
the same rendering of a tom 
canvas. An analysis of 

his figure shows his muscles in 
tension as he wreaks with pain, 
and his muscles at rest as he 
stands vertically in the spiritual 


world. 

Larina Nrifar returns with her 
cubistic sandstone carvings. Flat 
surfaces bear flat rendering of 
facial features. The general 
shapes tib sideways, surge up- 
ward, or lie still. 

Ma*nrei Dubfan, presents slabs 
of antiquated wood hammered 
together and bearing painted im- 
age d Jerusalem; red strokes are 
telltale of the bloodshed. A lock, 
old metal tools, Modes and sharp 
objects overlap the wood. If any- 
thing, die work is highly ex- 
pressive. 

On entering the third ro om one 
is awed by the monumental work 
of Princess Wfldaa AS, which 
stands in die centre of the wall, 
flanked by two subtle 
monochromatic landscapes. At 
first one feels it is a mmxmalistic 
pointing and gradually takes heed 
of the subtle development of col- 
our tones from green to brown 
and gently on to yellow at the top 
creating an open space that could 
remind you of the interminab le 
distance of the desert. The vertic- 
al knife- work creates subtle stria- 
tums that work as scumbling to 
depart from one colour and enter 
into the other. 

YoosKf Hnorinl, best knows 
for his textural rendering, formu- 
lates a monochromatic composi- 
tion with good perspective that he 
calls “through a rocky passage” 
and it shows just that. 

Gtada Duhdaleh surprised us 
with darker more intense colours 
than are usual in her work. She 
uses a number of media, crayons, 
watercolours, etc. In her paint- 
ing, oat witnesses an outburst 
which exits from a monumental 
rectangle while alternating 
rhythms step up in the empty 
space beside it. Another painting, 
rendered in purple -vntb hints of 
domes in the background, sends 
us into the exotic world of Gus- 
tave Moreau. 

After a long absence, Ufaraia 
Rfak presents a composition in 
blue with an areal atmosphere 
that r em ind s ns of the first foggy 
moments of sunshine over the 
mountains beside the Jordan Val- 


ley. A mystic rendering of fight, 
sudden surges of fight rays, sub- 
tleties of tone and value contri- 
bute to the s uav it y at the work. 

NawalAIAbdaBafc exhibits two 
abstract works where a variety of 
fanes, colour intensities, shapes 
and brushstrokes are juxtaposed 
by black lines jetting out in (Effe- 
rent dir e cti ons, often dashed into 
triangles or broken up into inter- 
mittent rectangular shapes. A 
strong Made frame with white 
matting accentcates their 
Strength. 

NabBa jumi comes to ns with 
her fresh c o mp o siti ons of soft 
watercolour patches, intensely 
coloured strips of collage along 
with vivid ske tching of figures all 
scattered on a pure white back- 
ground that leaves her interesting 
work very fight and informal. 

AbM Raoef Shannon follows. 
His typical use of intense blue 
reap p ea rs, carrying forms that 
seem to sit in a hurdle way down 
at the bottom of the canvas res- 
tricting die eye down there. A 
smaller painting shows a better 
structure and is sfighdy more 
meaningful composrtkmaBy. 

NhuatAI Nasser works with ink 
around watercolour. His abstract 
designs are lyrical in nature. A 
twitted nwAiTHr*! corf fo black 
and white readies a fetus with a 
uterus. This curvilinear solid 
m«g is recalled by a subtle repeti- 
tion of the movement in the 
background. Tom tents in soft 
colours are stretched out by Mack 
ropes. The saashme of hope com- 
es out from behind the overlap- 
ping shapes while darkness seems 
to dissipate at the coiners. 

Finally Kaffir Laban's design 
work appears. The format is di- 
vided into flat orange rectangles, 
some incorporate Arabic caUgnt- 
phy, architectural motifs, Islamic 
interlace etc. Only on 

rare occasions does be depart 
from the flat rendering to freer 
brushstrokes at the centre of 
some rectangles. He, neverthe- 
less, never penetrates beyond the 
surface.

Records no longer feeling groovy

LONDON * r AmericaB-' comic 
Rita Rudner always gets a sym- 
pathetic laugh when she save “I 
just can't bring myself to buy a 
CD player until I have something 
In writing to say that’s the last 
thing they’re going to invent.” 
But a majority of the world’s 
music lovers have succumbed to 
the lure of die latest invention, 
with the result that 4S* and LPs 
will soon be as archaic as 78s. 

Sales ^ of compact (fiscs outstrip- 
ped vinyl records in most of foe 
world's major music markets last 
year. Industry experts expect no 
new music releases on old- 
fashioned grooved records by the 
mid-1990s, and possibly sooner. 

The 45 RPM angle that brought 
music to the masses for some 30 
years is already becoming a dino- 
saur m Japan, the United States 
and Briton, foe countries where 
70 per cent of foe world’s $15 
bfifion worth of recorded music is 
sold each year. 

Whal was the province of afi- 
cionados only four years ago is. 
now found izi cars, personal 
stereos and of course, homes. 
Compact discs offer listeners a 
crystal dear digital recording 
played by a laser that never wears 


out, they are easy to care for and 
store, and sound as good on foe 
1,000th playing as foe first. 

; The newest chart topper in the 
United States, Rosette’s "Listen 
to Yarn Heart,” became the first 
single to hit number one wfthout 
being released as a 45. Pop music 
faitt snapped up the recording on 
either single cassettes, that play 
two songs on a continuous loop, 
or tiny angle CDs , also with two 
song* .. 

Lack of interea in 45s has ted 
foe Warner Brothers records 
empir e in the United States, oat 
of the world's five dominant 
music companies, to say it will 
step production of all 45s this 
yea-. 

CBS-Sony announced a year 
ago that it would end the manu- 
facture of afl vinyl records, in- 
chwfing 45s, in Japan, ^ where CDS 
outsell vinyl by nine to one. 

Polygram, Britain’s largest re- 
cord distributor, has been more 
cautious, saying that it wifi phase 
cmtaD vfayi, indndSng45s, by die 
end of foie decade. 

But foe British public has 
already c ons ig ned foe 45 to the 
dustheap. The British phonog- 
raphic industry has just 
announced that, for foe fiist time, 
45s in. December accou nt e d for 
less than half of aS singles sold.

records are sure 
to follow. Worldwide sales of 
LPs fell, almost 10 per cent in 
1989, to 460 million units, while 
compact discs rose 37.5 per cent 
to 550 million, according to foie 
International Federation of the 
Phonographic Industry. 

The Recording Industry Asso- 
ciation erf America said that in foe 
first half of 1989 LPS shipped in 
foe United States were outnum- 
bered 12 to one by cassettes and 
nearly six to one by CDs. This 
despite the fact that only an 
estimated 19 per cent of U.S. 
homes have a CD player. 

In Japan, where CD penetra- 
tion is more like 40 per cent, 
records fell to 5.1 per cent of total 
combined CD and record output 
last year, down from 25.5 per 
cent in 1988. 

There are still some pockets of 
loyalty to vinyl, notably France, 
“but there really is no question 
that vinyl is dying,” said Terri 
Anderson, a spokeswoman for 
Thorn EMTs music division. 

EMI has a huge investment in 
record factories around the 
world, and so is not about to 
announce the end of vinyl, but 
Anderson said the company will 


“rationalise operations” over 
tune. 

I^ven the high price of CDs — 
$15 in foe ‘States* around $20 in 
Europe— does not seem to affect 
the demand for CDs, «»«d Ander- 
son, as sales rise even when prices 
are increased. 

“People’s expectations of 
sound quality are raised by what 
is available,” said Anderson. 
‘They no longer are willing to 
settle for inferior recording*” 

But before Rudner and her 
friends decide it is finally safe to 
buy m CD player, they should 
know that the format is about to 
be challenged by two new tech- 
nologies, digital audio tape and 
erasable compact (fisc. 

DAT and CD-E, as those in 
foe know like to call them, offer 
music.loven the quality of digital 
sound with the added cachet of 
the ability to record. 

DAT players will be widely 
available in the United States and 
Europe by tins summer, but. at a 
price of more than $1,000. 

But, like all new gadgets, in- 
dustry expats expect the (nice to 
drop to an affordable level in only 
a few years. Soon after that, 
analog cassettes are expected to 
join vinyl records in the out-of- 
print bins of record shop*

Bonn provides 
more help for 
Third World

BONN (1NP) — The economic 
support being given by the Feder- 
al Republic of Germany to foe 
GDR and other countries in East- 
ern Europe, which are desirous of 
reform, will not be at the expense 
of German development aid for 
the countries of the Third World. 
This assurance was given by 
Jurgen Wamke, Federal Minister 
of Economic Cooperation, in an 
interview with IN-Press: on the 
contrary, partner countries in 
Africa, Aria and Latin America 
are to continue to receive the 
same high level of allocations by 
Bonn in 1990. 

The new development aid 
budget, for instance, is to be 
increased to DM 12. billion. 
Compared with the previous 
year, this repres en t s a growth of 
2.8 percent Tbe reflux of capital 
from former loans to developing, 
countries, as wefl as additional 
funds for German aid to Poland 
and Hungary constitutes an in- 
creased rate of as much as 3.9 per 
cent. This growth is therefore 
dearly above the federal budget's 
average increase of 3 -per cent. 

In the new budget, tbe German 
'Bundestag has initially ear- 
marked development aid to the 
tune of DM 55 million for Poland 
and Hungary. DM 10 million of 
tins figure is planned for concrete 
projects tins year; foe remaining 
DM 45 milifon will be made 
available in foe fbOowing years. 
As Munster Wamke stated, the 
development aid budget is not to 
be -used as a sort of “quarry” for 
new, financial requirements. 

He drew the following condu- 
rion from the libertarian develop- 
ments in Central and Eastern 
Europe as far as foe Third World 
is concerned: “Not only 
bureaucratic state-control of the 
economy but also the power 
monopoly of corrupt, elitist 
groups prevent development and 
lead to economic and political 
disaster.” 

Q: Mr. Minister, what are your 
objectives as you enter the new 
decade? Are there to be any 
shifts of emphasis, content-wise 
or regionally, in German de- 
velopment policy? 

A: In the 1990s, the Federal 
Republic of Germany will con- 
tinue to be one of foe world’s 
major donors of development 
akL.Our level of development aid 
is increasing by almost 10 per cent 
in 1990. Here, too, we are under- 
scoring the fact that our develop- 
ment assistance is in no way being 
reduced because of the ‘help 


which has now become necessary 
for Eastern Europe and the other 
part of Germany. Die main 
points of em phasis in tbe 1990s 
wiD be cooperation in the world- 
wide protection of foe environ- 
ment and the global war on 
drug* 

In future, German develop- 
ment aid will be aimed in- 
creasingly at creating favourable 
framework conditions, es p ecial l y 
free enterprise elements in the 
economic pattern of developing 
countries. We shall continue to 
pursne tins objective, confirmed 
by the events in Eastern Europe, 
which have shown us that state 
socialism, undemocratic forms of 
government and society, and sys- 
tematic violation of human rights, 
can seriously impair econo mi c 
development 

With tbe support of handicraft 
and industrial organisations, we 
shall continue the promotion of 
self-help organisations among tile 
population — for the develop- 
ment of democratic institutions 
and effective, local financial and 
taxation systems. 

Q: Could you describe the pre- 
sent situation in regard to the 
efforts bring made to observe 
environmental compatabzfity in 
development aid projects? 

A: Within bilateral develop- 
ment cooperation in 1989/90, a 
total of DM 1.5 bflfioa was de- 
voted to environmental mea- 
sures. The main points of emph- 
asis are reafforestation and pro- 
tection of the rain forests, help in 
foe development, expansion and 
management of water supplies 
and foie disposal of waste. We are 
now trying to arrange a confer- 
ence of tiro major donor countries 
in tiie first quarter of the new 
year to achieve better coordina- 
tion of cooperation in this sector. 

Q: To what extent is German 
development aid also serving eco- 
nomic interests? Compared with 
other leafing, industrialised na- 
tions, die Federal Republic of 
Germany is exercising a relatively 
large measure of restraint in tim 
connection. 

A: German development aid is 
designed to help partners in the 
Third World. Our industry has to 
finance and expand its sales 
through competitiveness — not 
through development aid. Even 
so, we support tbe view that the 
services, which other countries 
offer, often with subsidies, should 
not result in a situation where, for 
example, Japanese industry is 
being promoted by German de- 
velopment aid. This is why we are 
in favour of open tenders.

Mexico and commercial banks 
sign debt reduction agreement 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Com- 
mercial creditor banks and Mex- 
ico, which owes more than any 
other developing country except 
Brazil, signed a debt redaction 
agreement Sunday that was 
haded as a product of the govern- 
ment's economic reforms and 
model for other indebted nations. 

“Mexico stands as a beacon of 
bore for other debtor nations,” 
l Iteasmy Secretary Nicholas 
Brady said m a speed] at dm 
signing ceremony. 

“It is very important to have 
the first transaction completed 
but we do see it as only the 
beginning,” he told reporters 
af t e rw ar d. 

Officials of the 15 banks mak- 
ing up the advisory committee 
that negotiated the agreement for 
about 4S0 banks signed the 
accord in the ceremony in a patio 
of the national palace. The other 
banks will sign in New York. 

The renegotiation coven the 
$48.5 billion of Mexico’s foreign 
debt held by the commercial 
banks. The total debt March 31 
will be $93.6 billion, Mexico’s 
Treasury Secretary Pedro Aspe 
said. It is the second highest in 
the developing world, after Bra- 
zil’s $114 bittkm. 

"The renegotiation of the debt 
is sufficient for Mexico” and will 
lead to growth and better condi- 


tions for Mexicans, President 
Carlos SaKims De Gortari said. 

“In Mexico, renewing growth 
is not only an economic objec- 
tive, it is above ail a social im- 
perative to respond to the de- 
mands of the .more than 85 mil- 
lion Mexican of today and the 10 
million more who will join ns 
dnring tbe six years of my adnfi- 
mstration,” be added. 

Salmas took office Dec. 1, 
1988, six years into an economic 
crisis provoked by ov erb onow in g 
and plunging juices for exude &, 
the country’s main export. 

In a sw eep ing programme to 
reform the heavily-protected eco- 
nomy, Sainias has opened the 
country to competition from ex- 
ports, encouraged foreign and 
domestic investmen t , began sett- 
ing a wide array of state-owned 
companies to the private sector 
and is slashing subsidies.

Panel cal Is f or 
overhaulof Swiss 
securities trading 


BERNE (R) — Switzerland 
needs a drastic overhaul of its 
securities markets to make trad- 
ing more transparent and create a 
national stock exchange watch- 
dog, a finance ministry-sponsored 

report has said. 

The document, p rep are d to a 
13-member panel from tire public 
and pri v a t e sectors, also called 
for a federal law to regulate 
inve st m ent brokers and financial 
advisers. ... 

But it added that early legisla- 
tion to revise Swiss securities 
trading was a more pressing 
priority. 

The finance ministry said it was 
seeking co mmen t on the propos- 
als and would submit its recom- 
mendations to the government on 
how to proceed by the end of 
April. 

The panel report said the 
federal securities law it foresaw 
would protect invertors, improve 
liquidity and transparency in the 
market and bring Switzerland 
more in hue with norms of mar- 
ket regulation in European Com- 
mnnity and other major industrial 
nations. 

Switzerland most eventually 
move toward a unified bourse, 


the panel said, suggesting existing 
plans for nationwide electronic 
bourse would serve tire country 
well as long as all banks had the 
fhaiMift to tafce part in tire net- 
work.

“Because Switzerland has no 
comprehensive regulation and su- 
pervision of financial markets, 
dubious financial jnggkn are en- 
couraged to operate out of 
Switzerlan d,” it said. 

The panel’s recommendations 
are broadly in tine with changes 
endorsed by Swiss National Bank 
President Markus Ltuser and Fi- 
nance Minister Otto Stick.

Association 
have alto said already they woold 
support national legislation along 
those fines.

the federation. 

“After (Monday), they will go 
home to be with their families for 
a few days and then go back to 
work,” Londono said. “AH the 
previous plans are still on.” 

The work recess was 
announced Sunday, Londono 
said, “to calm down tire people, 
the media and whoever else 
would be directly involved.” 

Several kfiGngs in Colombia 
have been linked to soccer in 
recent years. The murder of a 
referee led to tire cancellation of 
last year’s national cham- 
pionship. 

Coach Francisco Matnrana said 
he’ll visit with authorities in Col- 
ombia after tire team arrives 
home Monday.

In tire past there have been 
allegations and some evidence of 
links between league teams and 
drug barons, but so team has 
been penalised' because of them.

Caracol received tire threats, and 
their existence was confirmed by 
tire newspaper El Ticmpo.

Pretoria does not have much 
time to free Mandela — Tutu 


CAPE TOWN (R) — The South 
African government plans big im- 
provements in edneation for 
blacks, using defence funds saved 
by Namibian independence, but 
wul not scrap segregated school- 
ing , Edne ation Minister StoSel 
Van Der Merwe said Monday. 

Van Der Merwe, die white 
minister responsible for black 
edneation, told a news confer- 
ence that cultural differences be- 
tween blacks and whites made 
separate schools essential. 

“Integration. . .would not be 
very acceptable at the moment in 
South Africa,” he said. 

Van Der Merwe said Western 
economic sanctions against apar- 
theid were the main reason for 
the government’s failure to nar- 
row the gap between white and 
black edneation. 

Meanwhile South African 
Ar chihreho p Desmond Tutn said 
Sunday the Pretoria government 
most release Nelson Mandela 
soon or risk a backlash in world 
million softened by promises of 
liberalised policies tow ar ds the 
black majority. 

Tata told a news conference 
after a meeting of Harvard Uni- 
versity board of which he is a 
member that he wished the jailed 


black nationalist leader could be 
freed immediately but that a few 
weeks’ delay would be accept- 
able.

TOKYO (R) — North Korea, one of only a few countries still 
under hardline Commimist role, Monday voiced support for 
Moscow’s effort to reform Communi st-led politics. The official 
Korean Central News Agency (KCNA), monitored fame, said in a 
commentary: “The Soviet people are registering successes in their 
efforts to deepen perestroika for socialist restroctnring and step 
op sodo-ecooooric development.” KCNA said North Koreans 
rejoiced over the achievements of the “fraternal Soviet people.” 

NATO supports German unity 

MUNICH (AP) — NATO General Secretary Manfred Woemer 
said Sunday the Western alliance supports German uniter but he 
warned that NATO would not accept threats to its existence. 
Woemer spoke at an animal conference of lawmakers, security 
experts and go v e r nm ent officials from the NATO countries. One 
important message emerging from the two-day wehrkunde 
co nfere nce — including statements by U.S. National Security 
Adviser Brent Scowcroft — is that German unite tell come, but 
that a G erman y cannot be neutral. Woemer, a West 

German, said those who call for dissolving the Western alliance 
risk the “security and rarity” of Germany rad the rest of Europe. 
East Germany’s Communist premier, Hans Modrow, last week 
unveiled a plain far gradual Gorman unification' bat said Germany 
should be neutral. West Germany also wants unification but has 
rejected quitting the Western alliance.

The bazookas were stolen Saturday by five gunmen who 
held museum guards at gunpoint. Pofice said the weapems, made 
in 1940, could be used if modified property. The November 17 
group, which has killed 14 Greeks am! Americans since 1975, said 
in the letter the bazookas were “in w or k in g condition.” 

Calderon ahead in Costa Rica ejections 

SAN JOSE (R) — Opposition leader Rafael Calderon Foamier 
took an early lead in Casta Rican presidential elections and a local 
television station projected he would be a narrow winner when all 


the votes were counted. With about five per cent of the vote 
tallied, Calderon, the candidate of the Social Christian- Unity 
Parte, bad a 2,000 vote lead over rufing National Liberation Party 
candidate Cartas Manuel CastiDo, the tdevisin station reported. 
It said its projections showed Calderon, the 40-year-okl son of a 
Conner president, would defeat Castillo by two per cent of the 
vote to become leader of Central America’s longest-standing 
democracy. A spokesman from the ruling National Liberation 
Party, which has governed for eight years, however, said a party 
s urvey showed CastiDo ahead by two per cent The winner win 
succeed President Oscar Arias, who won the Nobel Peace Prize 
and focused intemtional attention on this Central American 
nation erf 2.6 raffBon daring his four-year fenn. 

Aquino backs return of death penalty

by the rape and violent murder of two cfafldren, rays she wants the 
death penalty reinstated, four years after her government 
abolished it. Aquino oqpd swift passage of a law reviving capital 
punishment for Demons crimes after attending a service for Nikki 
Ann NoMeza, 9, and her sister, Angefi Aim, 7, who were raped 
and bashed to death by a drag addict on Jan. 26. “We can not 
afford another tragedy Eke tins,” Aquino said after viewing the 
bodies Sunday in the northern province of P ang a smra . The 
Aquino gov ernmen t did away with the death penalty when it 
rew ro te the constitution in 1986, just after toppling then Preskfent 
Ferdinand Marcos. The abolition of the law stemmed {ram a 
national clamour for human rights foUowing die Marcos regime’s 
alleged widespread abuses.

for Mao rather than current leaders. China’s official press has so 
far rot reported on talks among Soviet leaders about agning away 
the Communist Party’s constitutional monopoly on p ow e r. “In 
China, there is no other political force that can the 

ieadeashipof the Socialist Party and there is imfonx that cam split 
the masses from the party,” said the newspaper in a front-page 
commentary. It lauded the revolutionary f ervo ur of tire peasants 
around Huarhua in the southeastern p rovi n ce of Hunan who it 
said bad been snapping ra> books by revolutionary huninaries and 
teaching Marxism and Maoist thought to 110 g ro ups erf primary- 
school p upils.
